privilege of erectmg poles nnd stringing 
wires for the purpose of furnishing tele- 
phones to those desiring ihe same. 


This ordinance was sent to a member bf 


council with the request that it be passed ou 
first reading, without any explanation in re- 
gards to who the company were or where 
the offices of sai>l company were located, and 
ttfier considerable search nobody seems to 
'know anything about tliu company. 


Just what advantage it is lo Tullytown to 


grant this valuable franchise to a company 
that ,will connect the town with Iiowheres 
and enable the citizens to talk to no one, 'nt 
ia impossible to see at the present time, and 
all signs seem to point towards a company 
that desires to neoure_ya>uable franchises 
free of charge so that their stock when they 
want to sell out to one of the reaponsjble 
companies will be worth ft little more money. 


Members of ouuncil should go slow iu this 


matter and realize that if the citizens of 
rullytowii wish to''subscribe for the use of a 
telephone they waiat one that will.have some 
connections with Philadelphia, Trenton, 
Doylestown and Bristol where most of the 
'Usiness of TuUytown is done. 


If ihls company were made to pay a bonus 


of a hundred dollars for the privilege desired, 
he gentleman who seutrte ineaiure to coun- 
lil would no doubt quickly request the with- 
drawal of this ordinance And Tullytown 
would save the desired privilege for the Bell, 
American or Home Company.

REGARDING JUDGE WEISS' DECISION 


The long-lookcd-for decision in the lega 


proceedings instigated 
by Hummelstow 


Council, Jr. 0. U. A. M., against Ihe Nation 
al Council and the Stale Council of Peunsyl 
vailia restraining them from levying and col 
led ing the National per capita tax, lias a 
last been rendered by Judge Weies. 


The decision, whioh Is adverse to^the Na 


tiouul and State Councils, was decided upon 
a technicality. The charter of the Nationa 
Council was obtained from the State o: 
Pennsylvania and its provisions are ambigu 
ous. 
By Ihe decision just rendered all cor 


porale acts must be performed within the 
boundary of the State. By reason of the 
National Council holding its annual session 
ut Minneapolis, Minn., last year and revis- 
ing its eode of laws, Judge Weiss declares 
such an act a violation of its charier privi- 
leges aud annuls the corporate acts enucteu 
at that session. Although this condition ot 
uffahs has existed since the charter was ob- 
tained, the question bus never been raised, 
nor would it have been, txc«pt iu a due ex- 
tremily like the preseut, when tbe secession- 
ists look advantage ot a technicality, which 
can only bring reproach upon themselves 
and oetueut the loyal Councils more firmly 
together. 


This decision will he' of interest to all 


seciet societies iu the town, for the Naiionul 
oi Supreme body of each organization, witu 
possibly one exception, is woiking under a 


ne Clianer 
The decision of the Supreme 


Couit, to which the case has been appealed 
will tlieiefore be awaited with much solici- 
tude, not ouly by Ihe organization involved, 
jiut by all benevolent societies working 
under similar ohurteis.

main loyal to National Council law, believ-

"Not veiy common, and yet to be 


found here and theie, in Japan is a queer 
device known as the 'prayer wheel.' The 
one in my own field of labor," say? Rev. 
George W. Fulton, "consists of a stone 
pillar, hexagonal In form and about six 
feet high, erected on a stone base carv- 
ed in the shape of a lotus blossom. It is 
the custom of the Buddhists to place 
their objects of worship on these sacied 
flowers. On each side of the pillar is enrr- 
ed an image "of Jizo. Jhp compassionate 
helper of those in tiouble. He is lepie 
sentedwith a jewel in one hand and n staff 
in_the other It is to this imaginary being 
that prayer Is offered. About the middle 
of the pillar a hole is cut through, and 
herein Is placed a wheel, also hexagonal 
in shape, whicn'the worshiper is to turn. 
Around the base are to be found a pro 
fusion of small pebbles, which perform 
a necessary part in the prayer. 


"In Tibet, where prayer wheels are 


much used, the prayers are written on 
the wheels, apd the wind is allowed to 
turn them, lelievlng the worshipers of the 
burdensome task. But iq Japan the act 
Is performed in person. Some evil has 
come upon an individual, usually attiib- 
nted to sonic sin be has committed in n 
previous stnte of existence. He seeks re- 
lief 
With a pious desire in bis heart he 


approaches the wheel presided over by 
the merciful god. He takes a handful of 
pebbles nnd reverently places them before 
the deity as an offering. This act is spe- 
cially pleasing to Jizo, the chlldren's<god, 
inasmuch an it is supposed to relieve the 
labors of-the young who have been over- 
taken by the old death bag in the valley 
of the shadow and set to perform the 
endless tnsl. Vjf piling up stones on the 
bank of the Buddhist Styx. 


"Havmg. thus gained the favor of the 


.deity, tfie woishiper next turns the wheel 
a miniber qf times, according to the num- 
ber of years of his life, and th'us the bur- 
den Is rolled away. The god shows mer- 
cy/the sin is foigiven, the pious desire is 


whca some trifling thing occurred that 
suggested what seemed to me such a 
verj clever bit of commenfthot I was 
obliged to share it with some one.

MARRIAGE BY FORCE. 


HOTT the Giant Imllani of Tlerra del 


FUORO Get Their Wive*. 


Dr. Frefleiick A. Cook tells of a little 


known nee of aborigines in an aiticle in 
The Century Magazine on "The-Giant 
Indians of Tierru del Puego," whom he 
visited on tbe Belgian antaictic expedi- 
tion. 
Of their marriage custom's Tie 
writes. 
-Marriage, like filmost everything Ona, 


is not fixed by established rules. It is ar- 
ranged and reatianged fiorn time lo time 
to suit the convenience of the contracting 
parties. Women generally have veiy lit- 
tle to say about it. The bargain is made 
almost solely by the men, and physical 
foice is the principal bond of union. For 
ages the strongest bucks have been ac- 
customed to steal women fioin neighbor- 
ing tubes and fi-oin neighboring clans of 
their own tiibe. The Onus,, being by far 
the most powerful Indians, have thus 
been able to capture and ictain a liberal 
supply of wives. A mi&biouaiy who has 
Leeu in constant contact with these In- 
dians for 30 years has given it as his 
opinion that a plurality of wives is en- 
tirely satisfactory to then peculiar emo- 
tions and habits of life. 


The lelation to one another of tbe wo- 


men who possess but one husband in 
common in the family wigwam is of nov- 
el mteiest. As a lule, they aie no more 
jealous than are the childien in a civiliz- 
ed home circle. The piincipal reason for 
thia is that the several wives are often 
sisters. A young man takes by foice, by 
mutual agreement or by barter the oldest 
daughter of a family. If he proves him- 
self a good hunter and a kind husband, 
the wife persuades ber sister to join her 
wigwam and share her husband's affec- 
tions. 
Frequently when a giil-is Icfl an 


orphan she is taken into a family and 
trained to become the supplementary 
wife of ber benefactor in after yeais. In 
the hut each wife has her own assigned 
position, always testing in exactly the 
same spot, with all of her belongings 
about her. The wealth of the household 
is not common to all the occupants. Bach 
woman has her own basket of meat frag- 
ments or shellfish, her own bag with im- 
plements, needles, sinews and bits of 
fur, 
and each wife has her own assem- 


blage of childien.

laska. Tins weird island is shrouded i 
fog 11 months out of the 12. 
Septembe 


is the one fine month, and on an aveiag 
there are but seven days of bright sun 
shine duimg this glimpse of summer 
The reason of this gloom is the meeting 
of the waim flood of the Japan currcn 
with the icy diaft of the Arctic, whicl 
swiils thiough Beting stiait. 


More than one place in the world i 


limited to very occasional glimpses o 
the sun. The fogs on the banks of New 
fonndland aie famous. 
They are spe- 


cially bad duiing the fishing season. 


Iceland sometimes has a whole sum 


met- of thick fog. 
This happens eveiy 


four or five years, when n number o: 
big icebergs float over fiotn Gieunlfinc 
and giouud on the northern coast of the 
island. On such occasions the hay crop 
in Iceland is a total failure, and so, ow- 
ing- to the chill of the waters, is the fish- 
ing. 


A part ^ of the foothills of Peru is 


steeped in mist from May to October 
But here the fog is kmdly, for it takes 
the place of rain. Above the height ol 
1,200 feet it is icpluced by viokut lain 
On some faims half the area is irri- 
gated by fog, the other by showers, 


London's fogs have been almost as 


thick as they are today for over two 
centuiies, but used not to last so long. 
It was in 1873 that what was perhaps 
the woist known lasted from Dec. 8 to 
14. Over 40 deaths by accidents in the 
stieets and 25 by drowning were at- 
tubiited to it. 
Its most strange effect 


was upon the fat cattle at the Islington 
show.
